are coupled in Adam West's mind and, since Adam West play's 
Batman, that should make the item reasonably accurate. 


"Batman," says Batman, "is marvelous nonsense. Like 


Alice in Wonderland." 


So there you have it. And, when vou think about it, mavbe 


Adam West is right in making the comparison. Surely, a Bat- 
cave must be something like a slithy tove. a Batpole holds the 
same promise as a rabbit hole and The Riddler grins much 
like the Cheshire Cat. 


The comparison goes further. Now it is Adam who is in 


Wonderland-—the Wonderland of Glittering Stardom that few 
actors ever see. And seldom in Hollywood history has a vir- 
tual unknown made the trip through the looking glass so 
rapidly. 


A few months ago, not many people had ever heard of him. 


Now he's suddenly one of our biggest stars. 


Happily, he seems to be bright enough to cope with the 


sudden onslaught of fame, sensible enough to take it in his 
man-sized stride. 


"I KNOW," HE SAYS, "that people are looking at me and 


they're expecting me to change. But I don't believe, in cases 
like this, it is the actor who changes—no, it's the people 
around him who change.

Walla Walla in Washington. His family still farms near there. 
But there was more than agriculture in his background. His 
mother was a pianist and, as the local cultural leader, always 
played hostess to touring concert artists who came to town. 


The young boy met them all—the pianists and violinists 


and singers and lecturers. He thinks now that this association 
is what made him yearn for something more than life on a f 
wheat farm. So he turned to acting.

He had some moderate success—a few minor roles in fea- 


tures, some guest shots on television, one season as a continu- 
ing character on a series, The Detective. 


HE WAS TRYING HIS LUCK in Europe when Bill Dozier 


—and Adam still hasn't asked Dozier where he had seen him

"I read 15 pages," West says, "and I knew that it would be 


a tremendous hit." 


He came back and the rest is television history. Batman and 


Adam West are made for each other—it is hard to conceive 1 
of another actor who could do the part as well. And Adam 
West believes that it isn't as easy an acting job as some might 
think. 


Now he's tired. Not of the part, but of the work and all the 


extra things that come with being a success. 


"Running around in this freakish costume," he says, "is 


kind of debilitating."

Q—How docs one get tuber- 


culosis of the kidneys? Can 
such a person still live a nor- 
mal life? 


A—Tuberculosis of the kid- 


neys usually results from the 
tubercle bacilli entering the 
blood stream from a tubercu- 
lous focus in the lungs and 
settling in the kidneys. They 
may remain there for many 
months or years before pro- 
gressing sufficiently to pro- 
duce symptoms such as pain- 
ful urination with blood in the 
urine. This used to be a rea- 
son for removal of the in- 
fected kidney, but with mod- 
ern antituberculous d r u g s 
this is now rarely necessary. 
Once the disease is arrested 
throughout the body, the vic- 
tim should be able to live a 
normal life. 


Q—What are the symptoms 


of tuberculosis of the bone? 
If a man of 50 gets it, how 
long can he be expected to 
live? 


A—Like tuberculosis of the 


kidneys this disease is car- 
ried to the bones through the 
blood from the lungs. The 
first symptoms are pain and 
swelling in or near a joint. 
With vigorous treatment this 
type of tuberculosis can be 
completely arrested and the 
victim can live out his nor- 
mal life span.

aiding the development of new 
and expanded southern news- 
print production." 


The 
resolution commended 


manufacturers who have not 
raised prices and urged them 


He said there might be some 


justification for some of the in- 
crease, "but not for the abrupt 
and undiscussed $10 hike that 
came sailing out of Canada." 


H. D. Osteen of Sumter, S.C., 


said that if the price increases 
are allowed to stand he expects 
many papers to go out of busi- 
ness. He predicted at least two 
New York City 
dailies would 


fold. 


Osteen said smaller news- 


papers will not be hurt as much 
as larger papers. "Some of the 
larger newspapers, which use 
up to 50,000 tons of newsprint 
a year, could face the prospect 
of paying $500,000 more each 
year," he said, "and some big

large a profit margin now." 


Bowater 
paper 
co., the 


world's largest manufacturer of 
newsprint, started the price in- 
creases two weeks ago with an 
announcement of a $10 per ton 
hike, effective April 1, raising 
the total cost to $145 a ton.

SNP APresident Edward L. 


Gaylprd, head of the Oklahoma

He said the new price will be 


$20 per ton higher than many 
western publishers are paying 
now and added that western 
newsprint suppliers actually cut 
prices $10 a ton to $124 in 1964 
and raised the prices back to 
$134 several weeks ago.
